trifle with the weather or become care- 
less iu his dress. The surest way to iu- 
vito a pulmonary trouble is to change 
clothing at this season of tho year in a 
climate like this, or for women to run out 
without wraps on. Everybody who -has 
health in this country can afford to dross 
•with sufficient warmth to prevent con- 
gestion ot tho lungs and other kindred 
complaints. 


There is only one rule in a country like 


this—keep wnrm. And one prominent 
physician speaks theee words of wisdom 
and caution: 
"Wo all know that our 


climate is changeable, and therefore we 
ought to be prepared for its changes. To 
bo safe from pneumonia during the win- 
ter, warm clothing must be worn contin- 
ually. If the dictates of fashion require 
people to risk their lives by putting on 
utterly unseasonable dress, those who 
think it necessary to encounter such a 
danger certainly put a very low estimate 
on their own lives, and cannot complain 
if others take them at their own valua.
